PRICES.  6  of  any  variety  will  be  supplied  at  the  dozen  rate;  25  at 
the  hundred  rate;  and  250  or  more  at  the  thousand  rate.  Less  than  6 
of  any  variety  will  be  sold  at  the  each  rate  only  except  where  a  3 -price 
is  given;  less  than  25  at  the  dozen  rate  only;  and  less  than  250  at 
the  hundred  rate  only. 

SAFE  ARRIVAL  OF  PLANTS.  I  guarantee  the  safe  arrival  of  all 
plants  and  roots  sent  by  parcel  post  or  express  to  all  points  in  the 
United  States.  Should  anything  be  injured  in  transit,  I  urge  my  cus¬ 
tomers  to  notify  me  at  once  on  receipt  of  the  goods,  and  in  every 
case  send  me  a  list  of  what  has  been  damaged  so  that  I  can  replace 
them  without  delay.  But  when  they  arrive  in  good  condition,  my 
responsibility  ceases,  and  if,  from  inattention  or  other  causes,  they 
fail,  and  complaint  is  then  made,  I  cannot  replace  them.
